The Fairfield County Hospital 
Board of Trustees has threaten­ 
ed to limit admission privileges 
of-doctors if they refuse to com­ 
plete the forms, which the hos­ 
pital says it needs to get pay­ 
ment under Medicare. 
The vice president of the 
County 
Medical 
Society, 
Dr. 
Andrew 
Essman. declined to 
comment except to say some 
other hospitals 
in 
Ohio 
had 
“ gone along" with the doctors. 
An earlier medical society 
statem ent called the Medicare 
requirem ent “ unthicai and un­ 
necessary” and said it “ reflects 
unfavorably on the integrity" of 
physicians. 
The doctors asked the hospi­ 
tal to use a rubber stam p in 
lieu of having the physicians 
write in medical information on 
forms to recertify patients for 
continuing care. The hospital 
said it was told by medical of­ 
ficials the stam p “ would not 
m eet the requirements of the 
law." 
There is no controversy over 
admitting patients under Medi- 
car. The problem arises with 
certification for continuing care, 
required on the 14th, 21st, 51st 
and 81st days of confinement. 
On these re-certifications, doc­ 
tors are required to state the 
reason for continued hospital­ 
ization, estimated time the pa­ 
tient will remain and method 
of post-hospital care, said Wal­ 
ter Atkins, hospital adm inistra­ 
tor.

The hospital board statement 
said admission rights might be 
curtailed but Atkins said “ we 
haven’t had a case yet," so he 
could not say specifically what 
limits might be invoked.

We had ben warned of pos­ 
sible ground fire," said Nagel.

Damaged Art 


Gas Treatment1 
Needed at Once 


FLORENCE, Italy (AP) —A 
leading Italian art restorer said 
today mold has started to attack 
Florence’s flood-damaged mas­ 
terpieces. 
Dr. Giovanni Urbani, director 
of the Central Institute of Re­ 
storation in Rome, said there is 
little that can be done about it 
until a “hospital" for soaked 
paintings goes into operation. 
This is a large building behind 
the Pitti Place being equipped 
with furnaces and air blowers 
for months of controlled drying. 
Urbani said the building will 
be ready to function in tw o 
days. 
He added that even before the 
long drying process can begin, 
however, the hospital a h u g e 
single room nearly 500 feet long 
—would have to be filled with a 
special gas to kill the mold. Aft­ 
er that the furnaces and blowers 
will be put in operation to con­ 
trol the degree of humidity and 
regulate the rate of drying. 
“ Without this," said Urbani, 
who came to Florence to assist 
local art authorities, “ the dam­ 
age to the paintings would be 
trulv fatal."

728 Are Killed 
On Highways 
Over Holiday

A record holiday traffic death 
toll was set when 728 persons 
were killed in highway accidents 
during the four-day Thanksgiv­ 
ing weekend. Victims under 18 
years of age numbered 125. 
This compared with a non-hol- 
day weekend two weeks ago 
when 546 died in traffic. Eighty- 
one wer® under 18. 
Both 102-hour periods covered 
the span from 6 p.m. (local 
time) Wednesday, to midnight 
Sunday. 
The record toll outstripped the 
former 
Thanksgiving 
holiday 
death record of 615 set during 
the four-day period last year, 
and the all-time traffic death 
record for a holiday, set during 
the 1965 Christmas period when 
720 died in a 78-hour count. 
Many accidents resulted in 
multiple fatalities, with two to 
five persons killed in a single 
crash. Five persons including 
two m arried couples died in one 
head-on collision near Dryden, 
N. Y., Saturday. Several four- 
death smashups were reported. 
Sunday was by far the dead­ 
liest day with nearly 250 deaths.

holiday 
lured 
unprecedented 
numbers of persons onto the 
highways. Millions crowded the

What causes a postnasal drip! 
and what can be done about it? 
The complaint of postnasal 
drip is probably one of the most 
frequent ones heard by phy­ 
sicians and specialists of diseas­ 
es of the ear, nose and throat 
It is a rather vague term much 
like catarrh used to be at the 
turn of the century. It is vague 
because it is used by patients to 
describe a feeling or sensation 
rather than an actual illness. 
During health, the nose, the 
b a c k of the n o s e and t h e 
pharynx ire covered by thin, 
watery secretions which a r e ' 
helpful as lubricants and pre­ 
vent the delicate mucus mem­ 
brane from drying out. These 
secretions, it must be em pba-' 
sized, are normal. 
Under some circumstances the 
secretion becomes very profuse 
or may change into a thick yel­ 
low or green discharge. When 
this happens the chances are 
great that there is some infec­ 
tion in the nose or in the sinus­ 
es. 
Allergic noses p o u r out 
a 
great deal of thin fluid. For this 
condition an 
antihistamine 
is 
beneficial. It is well-known that 
people with allergic noses are 
more prone to develop infec­ 
tions on top of the underlying 
condition. 
The irritation of a m o g in 
heavily polluted areas, tobacco 
and dust may be responsible 
for postnasal drip. 
Tbe treatment is directed to 
the underlying cause when it is 
found. Allergies can be treated 
by desensitization and 
drugs. 
Sinus infections can be treated | 
by special irrigations and the 
antibiotics. Tobacco, dust and 
polluted air must be avoided. 
Increasing the humidity in the 
r o o m s , expecially during th e ! 
winter, and occasional steam 
inhalations can 
bring 
relief 
from the all inclusive symp­ 
tom called postnasal drip. 


Is heart failure the same as a 
heart attack? 
Heart failure, cardiac decom­ 
pensation and heart attacks are 
confusing term s because 
they 
mean special things to the doc­ 
tor and cannot ail be lumped 
into one special meaning for pa­ 
tients and their families. 
Heart failure simply means 
that the heart is not able to car­ 
ry on its normal activity be­ 
cause it is not in the best condi­ 
tion. The heart can be compar­ 


ed to an ordinary pump. 
Let us assume that a pump 
is pushing out ten gallons of 
water every minute. If the mo­ 
tor went bad and only three gal- 
ions of water were being pushed 
out the p u m p would be con 
sidered to be in poor working 
order, 
inadequate or decom­ 
pensated. 
When the heart muscle be­ 
comes weakend by a coronary 
heart attack or when the heart 
cannot pump out 
its 
normal 
quantity of blood the heart fails. 
This is heart failure or decom­ 
pensation. 
There are many other causes 
for heart failure. Many of them 
can be controlled and permit 
the patient to carry on perfect­ 
ly normal activities in moder­ 
ation. When physical 
or emo­ 
tional strain is relieved the over­ 
taxed heart can often be made 
to work satisfactorily and to re­ 
gain its efficiency.

High Altitude Training 


Gives Competitors an Edge 


LAS VEG AS. Nev. ( AP ) - 


Soviet and French athletes may 
be getting an edge on U.S. com­ 
petitors in the 1968 Mexico City 
Olympics by constantly training 
at high altitudes, says an Amer­ 
ican physician. 
Dr. Roy F. Goddard of Albu­ 
querque, N.M ., gave this opin­ 
ion in an interview at the Amer­ 
ican Medical Association annual 
clinical convention Sunday. 
“ The thin air at Mexico City 
at 
7.300-foot 
altitudes 
means 
performance times will be long­ 
er — there probably will be no 
records set in maximum endur­ 
ance events such as swimming 
and running, Goddard said. 


“ The Olympic Committee has I 
set the lim it of four weeks of 
training in Mexico City prior to 
the games — but there is no 
prohibition against training at 
high 
altitudes 
elsewhere 
be­ 
tween now and then. 
“ We know that camps have 
been established in mountainous 
areas of Russia and France for 
potential 
Olympic 
contestants, 
and I personally think American 
athletes would benefit too from 
a sim ilar program in this coun 
try.” 


Goddard, director of pediat­ 
rics research at the Lovelace 
Foundation, 
Albuquerque, 
re­ 
cently made a study showing 
swimmers in the October 1965 
International 
Sports 
Week 
at 
Mexico City failed to approach 
their previous records at sea 
level. 


“ The body needs time — at 
least 
three 
weeks, 
and 
six 
weeks probably would be better 
— to adjust to high altitudes, to 


. increase the intake of 
oxygen 
and in an atmosphere where 


less oxygen is available,” he 
said. 


“ This adjustment period can 
| be reduced with periodic train­ 
ing at high altitude. Athletes 
who do this w ill 
acclimatize 
more quickly in Mexico City 
and probably do better in com­ 
petition.”
